urday night, consisting of sour milk and 
grated cheese, blood sausages, and black 
bread, and lastly, the stoutest kind of 
Cerman cheese. He then líghted his 
huge ptpe, filled with strong tobacco, and 
at nine o'clock in the evening, with a bot- 
tle of black beer under either arm, enter- 
ed his study. By four o'clock on Sunday 
morning his sermon would be written and 
coinmitted to memory, and he would then 
reti re for two or three hours of sleep. 
This man preached good sermons, and 
could discuss ably any question relating to 
philosophy or science.
